At least 
21 states have “hate crime” laws 
which allow stiffer sentences for 
crimes committed because of a 
person's race, sexual orientation, 
disability orgender. Ifthe Supreme 
Court jr pions the lower court rul- 
ing, it would have the effect of 
declaring most hate-crime laws 
unconstitutional. Originally, the 
laws were aimed at punishing at- 
tacks against blacks and gays. But 
recently increasing numbers of 
blacks are being charged under 
the laws for attacks on whites. The 
court decision is not expected until 
next year.—KENOSHA, WIS. 


m ANTI-BLACK JAPANESE 
POLITICIAN GETS PROMOTED: 
The Japanese politician who two 
years ago started an international 
controversy by comparing U.S. 
blacks to prostitutes has been pro- 
moted to the most powerful posi- 
tion in his country’s most powerful 
political party. Seiroku Kajiyama 
was named secretary general of 
the ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
(LDP). Despite its name the LDP is 
actually a conservative party. In 
1990, while on a raid of a red-light 
district in Tokyo, the 66-year-old. 
Kajiyama complained that foreign 
rostitutes “ruin the atmosphere” 
of Tokyo neighborhoods “like in 
America when blacks move into 
white neighborhoods.” Several 
Japanese politicians have made 
racist statements about African 
Americans, including one who 
charged that a major reason the 
U.S. was losing its world domi- 
nance was because the country 
had “too many blacks and Hispan-

m RALLY IN SUPPORT OF “L.A. 
FOUR” TURNS VIOLENT: A rally 
last week in support of the four 
black men accused in last spring's 
beating of white truck driver 
Reginald Denny started peacefully 
but turned into a mini-riot. In the 
end there were reports of minor 
looting, brick and bottle throwing, 
as well as at least 60 arrests. Ap- 
parently, the originally peaceful 
demonstrators were angered by a 
police show of force. Ironically, last 
week's disturbance occurred at one 
of the flashpoints of last spring's 
riots — Florence and Normandie
